THE McKINLEY BILL.

What a Republican Member of the Con-
ference Committee Says,

The Chicago Inter-Ocean of the 20th
ult. prints the following dispatch from
Washington:

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, a member of
the conference committee, who is us
profound a student of the tarifl as therve
is in either house, furnishes this sun-
mary of the effect of the tavifl bill: **1
affirm that it is a measure to diminish
the burdens of the people and increase
the prosperity of the country. The pro-
tective policy proceeds on the assump-
tion that a duty imposed on an article
which we cannot produce, is a tax
which inereases the cost of such arti-

cle to the consumer to the extent of the |

duty: but that a protective duaty im-
posed npon an article which we cun
produce here substantially to the ex-
tent of our wants, is not a tax which
increases the burden to the consumer.

*'This is due to the fact that the doty
in the latter case simply secures the
production or manufacture of the arti-
cle here instead of abroad at the lowest
cost pogsible with the payment of wages
of labor 77 per vent higher on the aver-
age in this country than in Europe; and
this encouragement of home industries
not only makes evervthing cost the con-
sumer less than in any other country in
the world, but also exerts a potent in-
fluence in reducing the “cost” of pro.
duction by giving o stimulus to skill

and inventive genius. Carrying out this |

protective policy, the proposed tavifl

transfers to the free list imports which |
in the last tiscal year were valued atl

#100,323,000, and which pail a duty, in
this case u tax on consumers, amount-
ing w &060,986,536. The Mills bill, so-
called, transferved less than #23,000,000
to the free list.

“The effect of this large addition to
the free list is to make nearly 50 per
cent of the imports of the United States
absolutely free of duty, inasmuch as on
the basis of last year's imports the value
of those which are to be admitted free
of duty under the proposed tariff would
be $366,808,710 against 8275 624,687 duti-
able. This will give us the largest
measure of ‘freedom of trade’ ever ac
corded by any tariff act in this country.
Indeed, prior to 1820 almost no imports
were admitted free of duty. Even un-
der the so-called ‘low tarifl* of 1846 the
imports free of duty were only 12 per
cent; under the Mills bill, so-called, the
free goods would have been only 40 per
cent, while under the McKinley tarifl
nearly 50 per cent of all our imports
will be absolutely free of duty,

“When it is borne in mind that the
articles transferred to the free list by

the proposed tarifl includes such mate- |

rials used by our industries as jute, jute
butts, manilla, sisal grnss, nickel and
nickel plate, and such articles of food
as sugar, molasses and dried corrants,
the importance of this legislation will
be appreciated. The proposed tarviff
not only reduces the revenue (estimnat-
o between 840,000,000 and $80,000,000)
but also reduces the average rate of du-
ty on all imports (which of course is the
true measure of the tariff ) from 80 per
cent ad valorem as against 284 per cent
proposed by the Mills bill. In 1830 the
average duty on all imports was 43} per
cent; in 1868, under the so-called war
tariff, it was 46§ per cent. The propos-
ed reduction of the average duty on all
imports to 27 per cent shows how large
has been the tariff reduction which has
been made by the Republican party
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to the charge that we are maintaining
the war tariff.”

Mr. YarLe, the Democratie candi-
date for Congress from this distriet,
appeared before a Paw Paw audience,
as per announeement, Monday evening.
There was a good deal of curiosity felt
by quite a number of Republicans «s to
what the gentleman could say in de-
fense of the attitude of the party he is
so willing to represent in congress, so
at least ope-thivd of those present were
Republicans. The spenker started off
with u rehash of the discarded and de-
funct theories of the party at whose
head he hypoeritieally posed on his de-
but in politics. He inveighed against
National banks, and the per cent they
were muking out of the currency issued
by the dear people, but forgot to tell
his audience that during the short lease
of power of the Democratic party Mr.
Cleveland deposited a large share of the
surplug in the treasury with favorite
National banks, without a cent of in-
terest or benefit aceruing in any way to
the government, instead of applying it
toward the payment of the publie debt.
He also forgot to state that President
Harrison, on coming into office, at once
recalled these deposits and placed them
within the proper custody of the gov-
ernment, and that during the nincteen
months of his incumbencey as Chief Ex-
ecutive he has paid on the publie debt
the enormous sum of £256, 000,000,

He advoeated free and uonlimited
coinage of silver, but forgot to tell his
confiding hearers that the Democratic
party doring Cleveland’s administra
tion was a tenacious stickler for a gold
standard, and did everything in its
power to discredit silver and drive it
out of the monetary system of the
United States. He forgot to say that
Cleveland, in a letter made public be-
fore his inanguration, fully committed
himself and party to Wall streeton that
question, and never abated his efforts
one whit from the beginning to the
ending of his party's brief and melan-
choly political eareer. He took good
enre not to mention to thouse present
that n Republican congress had just
passed u law authorizing the purchase
of silver and the coinage of legal tender
silver dollars to the amount of 4,500,000
per month —the full capacity of the

mint=; and that silver certificates were
i to be issued, based upon these, and
Inmdu-a full legal tender for the pay-
ment of all debts, publie or private,

His discussion soon degenerated into
a profuse statement of stale and repu-
[dinted plaititudes, and demonstrated
that his knowledge of the question was
[ supertivial and his arguments, if such
they may be ealled, were the most dem-
agogical and misleading. He undertook
to deal with the MeKinley bill, but soon

gave conclusive evidence that he did
not understaud it or meant to mislead
his hearers. Forinstance, he spoke of
the American manufacturer importing
raw material and then having 99 per
cent of the duty refunded after the ma-
terial had been worked
&e., thereby leaving the impression that
the raw materinl could by this kind of
jugglery be admitted by the ultimate
payment of one per cent, duty. He
grossly misstated the letter and spirit
of the law. The fact is, there is only a
rebate of the 99 per cont. when the fin-
ished article is, after its manufacture,
exported, and thus not brought into |
competition with manufactured Adwmerd- |
can raw material — the object being to
give the American artisan the benefit
of manipulating it.
